which time they will enjoy, it is hoped, 
many walks in. company with the M..0;

might not- witness-misery I was unable to 
relieve, : , 

On ‘one occasion I met with the lean pale 
face of ono lying dead by the roadside, pro- 
bably a sample of hundreds, nay, thousands 
now this severe winter has set inj who die 
uovared for and unknown’ In the moun- 
tains one day we meta man with sunken 
eye and hollow jaw; too’ weak to walk, A 


brother missionary accused him of opiam- | 


smoking, which he vehemently denied ;‘and 
soon abundant evidence confirmed his state- 
ment, that he was another victim. * Those 
are isolated cases: more might be given 
were it not that amid'the multitude of 
sufferers partioular cases could scarcely be 
noticed. “In tho capital itself, thousands 
had flooked in, hoping to obtain relief; but 
although the government has granted help, 
the needy, through the avarice and dis- 
‘honesty of Chinese officials, fail to got the 
‘*lion’s share,” and: while some benefit by 
the pittance eked out by ‘the authorities, 
others'are dying daily at the magistrate’s 
door, and on the streets girls and boys aro 
being bought and sold as though the oursed 
traffic in human flesh and blood had re- 
appeared in China. Eyen as we travelle 
along, children were brought to us begging 
we would buy them, Oe I picked up on 8 
barren mountain road deserted by its 
parents. In two largo: cities, Hancheng 
and P’u-cheng, risings have taken place by 
a:people rendered reoklegs and desperate 
by seeing. thoir wives and children starving 
before their faces; and many less weli 
authenticated: but. smaller risings of @ 
similar nature are reported in other places. 
In: P’u-cheng they dragged the Mandarin 
from the yamen and beheaded him, because 
ho, with many otliers, looked well to feather- 
ing their own nests, but cared little for the 
sutfexing of their people. - 

‘In one city a large orowd of rospectable 
looking men begged -I would allow them to 
follow me as my servants if I only would 
supply them with bread to eat; and mostly: 
everywhere we met old women gathering 
weeds or grubbing up roots, by which they 
sustain life for a few more days, This 
state of things I beg you to remember was 
some months ago. God only knows what 
the intervening time and bitter winter has 
added to their sufferings. It has been 
trying to those who have good homes and 
every comfort of life; what to those who 
have had to sell their houses, their furniture, 
their all,,and then are left without a cash 
to buy the common articles of life? 

I hope to be returning to Shan-si ina 
short tine, tsking with me all that can be 
collected for the relief of some ; and shall be 
glad to render any assistance to some one 
you may, if able, appoint to carry relief to 
the sufferers.
